General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  laboratory  facilities  for 
the  district.  The  examination  of  sputum,  swabs  and  other 
pathological  specimens  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council 
who  also  examine  samples  of  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli  and 
bacteriological  content. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Bradford. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  provide  and  maintain  an  Austin  ambu¬ 
lance  for  the  conveyance  of  accident  and  non-infectious 
cases  to  hospital  for  which  a  charge  to  residents  of  6d.i  per 
mile  is  made.  The  charge  to  non-resident  is  10/6d.  turn 
out  fee  and  l/6d.  per  mile. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  ‘Sheffield  and  Dis¬ 
trict  Ambulance  Services”  and  under  this  organisation  any 
of  the  sixteen  constituent  authorities  may  obtain  the 
services  of  another  ambulance  immediately  if  their  own  is 
either  out  of  commission  or  already  in  use  when  an  urgent 
call  is  received.  Under  this  arrangement  the  same  charge 
is  made  to  the  borrowing  authority  as  to  residents,  viz. :  6d. 
mile. 

During  the  year  1791  journeys  were  made. 

The  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  infectious 
cases  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Wath,  Swinton  and  District 
Joint  Hospital  Board. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  is  in  the  district  a  private  Association  known 
as  the  “Cooper  and  Worsborough  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion”  which  is  affiliated  with  the  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilee 
Institute  for  Nurses. 

The  Association  employs  two  nurses  and  provides 
skilled  nursing  for  those  who  are  unable  to  employ  a 
private  nurse. 

The  Association  consists  of  subscribers,  but  nursing 
is  given  free  at  the  discretion  of  its  Executive  Committee 
in  cases  of  necessity. 

Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Services. 

A  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  each  of  the  following  centres  :  Worsborough 
Bridge,  Worsborough  Dale,  Birdwell  and  Blacker  Hill. 

All  these  Clinics  are  well  attended. 

Hospitals. 

(1)  General  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Wath  Wood  Isolation  Hospital  is  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  and  treatment  of  ordinary  infectious  diseases.  It  is 
owned  and  maintained  jointly  by  the  Wath-on-Dearne, 
Swinton,  Dearne,  Hoyland  and  Worsborough  Urban  Dis¬ 
tricts,  and  also  the  Rotherham  Rural  District  Council,  the 
latter  authority  sending  patients  from  the  north  part  of 
their  district  only.  The  hospital  is  controlled  by  the  Wath, 
Swinton  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board,  which  is  com¬ 
posed  of  members  from  the  authorities  named. 

By  arrangement  with  Rawmarsh,  Swallownest  and 
Wath  Wood,  a  joint  hospital  at  Brampton  Lemorgan  is 
available  for  the  treatment  of  smallpox  cases. 

(2)  Voluntary  Hospitals, 

The  hospitals  mainly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
Worsborough  for  accidents  and  general  diseases  are  : 

(a)  Barnsley  Beckett  Hospital 

(b)  Barnsley  St.  Helen  Hospital 

(c)  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary 

(d)  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital 

(e)  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women. 

The  Council  have  no  arrangement  with  any  of  the 
above  for  the  admission  of  patients. 
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(3)  Public  Assistance  Hospitals. 

(a)  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

Midwifery  Service. 

Four  trained  midwives  in  the  employ  of  the  County 
Council  carry  on  the  main  midwifery  practice  in  the  area. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  Council  purchase  the  supply  in  bulk  from  the 
Barnsley  Corporation  and  re-distribute  it  to  the  district. 

There  was  a  long-standing  complaint  from  the 
Blacker  Hill  portion  of  the  district  respecting  the  low  pres¬ 
sure  of  their  supply.  During  the  year  the  Council  were 
able  to  tackle  the  problem  when  the  Barrow  Colliery  Com¬ 
pany  made  application  for  additional  water  and  contributed 
50%  of  the  £1,000  cost  of  a  new  main  provided  solely  for 
their  use.  This  made  more  water  available  for  Blacker 
Hill  by  removing  the  Colliery  Company  from  the  Blacker 
Hill  main.  In  November  the  Ministry  of  Supply  made  appli¬ 
cation  for  water  to  new  screening  plant  being  erected  at 
Blacker  Hill  and  contributed  50%  of  an  additional  6’^  main 
costing  £850  laid  from  Balk  Lane,  Birdwell  to  Worsborough 
Village.  This  additional  main  further  increased  the  pres- 
sime  to  Blacker  Hill,  and  by  February  1945,  when  a  portion 
of  the  Blacker  Lane  main  was  relaid  at  a  cost  of  £500,  the 
supply  to  Blacker  Hill  was  adequate  in  all  respects,  and 
no  further  complaint  has  been  made. 

Thirteen  houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
have  no  main  supply.  Two  of  these  belong  to  an  adjacent 
Colliery  Company  and  there  is  an  arrangement  for  the 
tenants  to  obtain  their  water  from  the  Colliery.  This  is 
not  a  satisfactory  arrangement,  but  the  cottages  are  in  a 
very  bad  structural  condition  and  would  have  been  sched¬ 
uled  for  demolition  but  for  the  intervention  of  the  war.  Two 
cottages  at  Dovecliife  Railway  Station,  belonging  to  the 
London  and  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  have  no 
piped  supply  and  have  their  water  brought  daily  in  large 
covered  cans  by  the  Company. 

Six  other  cottages  at  Dovecliffe  have  a  well  v^ater 
supply  which  is  piped  into  four  of  them.  An  analysis  of 
the  water  at  the  County  Laboratory  shewed  it  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  according  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  considerable  difficulty  was  experi¬ 
enced  with  the  sewer  serving  Furnace  Yard  Housing 
Scheme.  This  sewer  was  originally  laid  with  very  little  fall 
and  subsidence,  due  to  mine  workings,  finally  gave  rise  to  a 
backfall.  The  sewer  was  relaid  in  a  new  direction  which 
allowed  sufficient  fall  and  no  further  trouble  has  occurred. 

The  main  sewer  along  West  Street  to  the  sewage 
works,  which  takes  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  Wors- 
borough  Bridge  and  Ward  Green,  also  gave  rise  to  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  during  the  year  and  the  Council  prepared 
a  scheme  for  the  relaying  of  this  sewer  which  will  be  carried 
out  in  1945. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  no  conversion  of  privies  has  taken 

place. 

An  old  insanitary  privy  to  “Bruce  Lodge,”  Hermit 
Hill,  Pilley,  was  replaced  by  a  new  privy  midden  during 
the  year.  This  lodge  on  the  Wentworth  Estate  is  situated 
on  the  extreme  edge  of  our  boundary  with  Pilley  and  there 
is  no  sewer  available  for  conversion.  Approach  to  the  lodge 
is  a  distance  of  5  miles  through  another  district,  and 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  Wortley  R.D.C.  to 
cleanse  this  midden  at  an  annual  charge  of  £1  4s.  to  this 
Council.

Public  Cleansing. 

For  the  first  time,  house  scavenging  came  under 
the  control  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  on  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Dove  in  April. 

The  Council  took  delivery  of  a  new  Dennis  10  cub.  yd. 
refuse  vehicle  in  May  and  after  some  re-organisation,  the 
emptying  of  dust-bins  was  brought  down  to  a  weekly 
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collection  and  this  was  maintained  throughout  the  year 
with  the  exceptions  of  unavoidable  short  periods  following 
holidays.  Ashpits  and  privy  middens  are  emptied  every 
three  weeks. 

The  Council  are  still  using  one  open  lorry  for  col¬ 
lection  of  house  refuse,  which  is  most  unsatisfactory, 
particularly  on  windy  days.  It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  replace  this  lorry  with  a  properly  constructed  refuse 
vehicle  next  year.

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During  the  year  3  vans  were  observed  to  have  moved 
on  to  land  in  West  Street,  Worsborough  Bridge. 

No  water  supply  or  sanitary  conveniences  were 
available  for  the  occupants,  who  were  interviewed  and 
ordered  to  vacate  the  land  immediately.  Representation 
was  also  made  to  the  owners  of  the  land,  Messrs.  The 
London  and  North  Eastern  Railway  Company. 

The  vans  stayed  in  the  district  for  a  few  days  only 
and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  steps  have  been  taken  in  connection  with  smoke 
abatement  during  the  year,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 

Colliery  Spoilbanks. 

The  spoilbank  to  the  Barrow  Colliery  has  been  kept 
under  control  by  the  use  of  water  sprays  and  no  nuisance 
arose  during  the  year  from  this  source. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Six  Council  houses  were  sprayed  by  the  Department 
during  the  year  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs  and  in  each 
case  after  follow-up  spraying  the  houses  were  considered 
free  from  vermin. 

Notice  was  also  served  on  one  owner  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  83  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and 
by  arrangement  the  Department  carried  out  the  necessary 
work  at  the  owner’s  expense.  This  house  is  also  free  from 
vermin. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Zaldecide  and  sulphur  can¬ 
dles  were  also  supplied  to  27  private  householders  for 
treatment  against  vermin. 

So  far  as  has  been  possible,  visits  have  been  made 
to  Council  houses  to  insist  on  dirty  conditions  being 
remedied  and  during  the  year  reports  on  nine  of  ttiese 
houses  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Council. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  12  premises  registered  for  fish  frying  in 
the  district  and  all  have  been  visited  during  the  year  on 
various  occasions. 
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The  majority  of  the  premises  are  in  very  good  condi¬ 
tion,  but  in  one  case  the  preparing  room  is  rather 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  owner  has  agreed  to  build  a  new 
one  immediately  conditions  permit. 

There  are  no  recognised  offensive  trades  in  the 
district. 

Notice  was  served  on  two  occupiers  requiring  either 
limewashing  or  cleansing  of  preparing  rooms  and  these 
were  immediately  complied  with.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  no  official  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  a  householder  re¬ 
garding  the  early  souring  of  milk  supplied  by  one  of  the 
retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  district.  A  sample  was 
taken  in  course  of  delivery  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  result 
shewed  the  milk  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Representation  was 
made  to  the  adjoining  district  in  which  the  producer’s  pre¬ 
mises  were  situate  and  no  further  complaint  has  since 
been  received. 

74  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  cowsheds 
in  the  district  during  the  year  and  no  complaint  to  the 
occupiers  was  necessary. 

There  are  24  milk  producers  in  the  area  and  licences 
are  in  force  for  the  production  of  “Tuberculin  Tested’’  milk 
at  two  of  the  farms,  and  for  “Accredited  Milk”  at  four  of 
the  farms  concerned. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  whole  of  the  butchers  meat  is  slaughtered  at 
the  Barnsley  Abattoir  under  the  Government  centralisation 
scheme.  Frequent  visits  were  made  to  the  one  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  district,  used  as  the  Allocation  Centre,  and 
due  to  the  high  standard  of  inspection  maintained  at  the 
Barnsley  Abattoir,  none  of  the  carcases  were  found  to  be 
diseased  in  any  degree.  Nine  pigs’  plucks  were  found  to 
be  unwholesome  however,  and  on  taking  up  the  matter 
with  the  Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association  it  was  found 
that  there  had  been  some  unavoidable  delay  in  distribution 
resulting  in  the  unwholesome  condition  referred  to.  The 
plucks  were  returned  immediately  and  replaced  by  sound 
meat. 

In  addition  to  the  butchers’  meat,  89  pigs  killed  for 
home  consumption  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  condemn  two  pigs’  heads  and  one 
mesenteric  fat  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

One  goat  and  one  calf  carcase  slaughtered  for  home 
consumption  were  also  inspected  and  passed  for  food. 

Two  calves,  emergency  slaughtered,  were  condemn¬ 
ed  for  immaturity.

Only  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during 
the  year,  two  in  children  under  15  years  and  the  other  in 
a  girl  of  17  years.  One  of  two  cases  in  the  under  15’s  prov¬ 
ed  fatal.  The  child  had  not  been  immunised. 

160  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  38  in  the 
5 — 15  group  were  immunised  during  the  year,  and  it  was 
considered  that  63-5%  of  the  under  5’s  and  76-7%  of  the 
5 — 15’s  were  immunised  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  check  census  was  carried  out  at  the  Schools  in 
the  district  early  in  1945  and  this  shewed  1433  immunised 
out  of  2001  children  on  the  School  registers,  giving  approxi¬ 
mately  71%  immunisation,  a  very  creditable  figure.  Every 
endeavour  will  be  made  to  increase  this  figure. 


General  Remarks. 

There  is  little  call  for  any  remarks  on  the  remainder 
of  the  infectious  diseases  notified.  There  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  54  cases  as  against 
42  in  1943,  but  the  figure  is  not  unreasonable  in  a  district 
of  this  type.  4  of  the  cases  were  kept  at  home  where 
effective  isolation  was  considered  possible. 

One  suspected  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  notified  during 
the  year,  and  was  admitted  to  Wath  Wood  Isolation  Hos¬ 
pital,  but  later  was  found  not  to  be  Typhoid.  In  the 
meantime  investigations  were  pursued  and  a  sample  of 
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spring  water  used  by  a  local  market  gardener  for  watering 
tomato  plants  in  his  greenhouses  situated  on  the  sewage 
works  of  an  adjoining  district  was  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  but  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Two  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  were  notified, 
and  one  of  these,  a  boy  of  5  years,  proved  fatal.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Worsborough 
Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Dyson  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report 
on  work  done  by  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

My  period  of  office  has  not  fully  covered  the  year 
under  review,  as  I  did  not  take  up  my  appointment  until 
the  1st  April. 

Many  details  of  the  work  done  and  inspections  made 
by  the  Department  have  already  been  recorded  in  the  efirly 
part  of  this  Report  and  it  will  be  observed  that  over  2,500 
inspections  have  been  made. 

The  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Philip  Briscoe,  has 
been  absent  in  H.M.  Forces  for  the  whole  of  the  year  and 
the  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  pupil  assistant  and 
Imy^eff. 

The  Council  took  advantage  of  the  simultaneous 
appointment  of  the  new  Surveyor  and  myself  to  trane.fer 
the  supervision  of  house  scavenging  to  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector,  and  I  feel  that  this  was  a  proper  move  and  one 
which,  I  hope,  has  been  justified  by  the  results  obtained. 

Shortage  of  labour  and  materials  has  had  an  un¬ 
avoidable  adverse  effect  on  the  amount  of  repairs  end 
renewals  I  have  been  able  to  secure  and  many  complaints 
have  lingered  longer  on  my  books  than  would  be  tolerated 
in  normal  times,  but  on  the  whole,  householders  have 
appreciated  this  and  been  surprisingly  patient.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  year  1945  will  bring  much  improvement 
in  this  direction.

Meat  Inspection 

As  already  stated,  there  is  no  slaughtering  of 
butchers’  meat  allowed  in  the  district,  the  meat  supply 
being  obtained  from  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  under  the  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  Centralisation  Scheme. 

The  only  slaughtering  taking  place  is  that  of  pigs 
being  killed  for  home  consumption  and  all  these  are  inspect¬ 
ed  after  slaughter  to  safeguard  public  health.  It  was  not 
found  necessary  to  condemn  a  great  deal  of  this  meat,  and 
no  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  owners  of  any  tha-t 
had  to  be  condemned.  The  legal  position  however,  is  most 
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unsatisfactory  regarding  meat  which  is  not  slaughtered 
“for  sale”  and  is  liable  to  lead,  not  only  to  much  argument, 
but,  what  is  more  important,  to  actual  consumption  of 
diseased  meat. 

Milk. 

It  was  not  found  possible  to  take  any  official  samples 
of  milk  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  during  the  year. 

One  sample  was  taken  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  in  response  to  a  complaint  by  a  householder  of  early 
souring  of  the  milk  as  already  reported.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  of  the  adjoining  district  where  the  milk  was  pro¬ 
duced  reported  that  the  producers  premises  were  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  producer  himself  alleged  the  complaint 
was  made  by  the  householder  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  a  transfer  from  himself  to  another  producer  who 
was  a  relative  of  the  complainant.  The  Food  Office  did 
eventually  allow  the  transfer  and  no  further  complaint  was 
received  regarding  the  milk  of  the  producer  in  question. 

Cowsheds. 

Cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  inspected  regularly 
during  the  year,  and  74  inspections  were  made.  The 
general  standard  of  the  cowsheds  is  good  and  no  action 
was  found  necessary. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

The  Council  have  made  bye-laws  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  trade  of  fish  frying 
and  12  premises  are  registered  for  this  purpose. 

Housing. 

Systematic  inspection  of  houses  has  not  been  possi¬ 
ble  during  the  war  lyears  owing  to  the  suspension  of 
demolition  procedure  under  the  Housing  Act. 

A  general  survey  carried  out  during  the  year  shewed 
that  159  houses  were  in  a  state  warranting  either  clear¬ 
ance  area  or  individual  demolition  procedure,  and  thei^e  is 
no  doubt  this  figure  will  be  greater  when  the  time  comes 
to  carry  out  detailed  inspection. 
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Rodent  Control. 

A  direction  was  served  on  the  Council  by  the  Minis¬ 
try  of  Food  requiring  the  treatment  of  sewers  for  rats. 

This  work  was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestions  of  the  Ministry  and  according  to  their  formula. 
330  rats  were  killed  although  only  4  bodies  were  found. 

Assistance  and  advice  was  given  in  every  case 
where  the  presence  of  rats  was  reported  and  either  poison 
biscuits  were  issued,  or  in  suitable  cases  the  routine  of 
prebaiting  with  sausage  rusk  or  breadmash  and  final  poison 
baiting  with  Zinc  Phosphide  or  Arsenic  was  carried  out. 


Verminous  Premises. 

Every  assistance  is  given  householders  in  dealing 
with  bed  bugs. 

Several  cases  of  infestation  of  Council  houses  were 
reported  to  the  Council  and  the  houses  were  finally  cleans¬ 
ed  of  vermin. 


Mouse  Scavenging. 

The  supervision  of  house  scavenging  was  placed  on 
the  Department  on  the  1st  April. 

In  May,  delivery  was  taken  of  a  10  cubic  yard  refuse 
vehicle  and  two  open  lorries  were  scrapped.  This  vehicle 
proved  to  be  of  exceptional  value  in  a  district  of  this  nature 
where  the  yield  of  house  refuse  is  very  high  owing  to  the 
supply  of  “home  coal”  to  the  mining  population,  and  we 
were  able  to  bring  the  collection  down  to  once  weekly  for 
dustbins  and  managed  to  maintain  this  throughout  the 
year. 


So  far  as  the  supply  position  would  allow,  a  policy 
of  the  abolition  of  ashpits  was  pursued  and  during  the 
year  85  dustbins  were  provided  in  lieu  of  28  ashpits. 

Notices  were  also  served  requiring  the  provision  of 
25  new  dustbins  to  replace  defective  dustbins  and  of  these 
19  were  supplied  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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There  were  3565  dustbins,  76  ashpits  and  85  privy 
middens  in  the  district  at  December,  1944. 

The  Council  will  have  to  face  up  to  the  question  of  the 
conversion  of  these  privy  middens  as  soon  as  conditions 
become  more  normal. 

Tipping  of  refuse  in  the  district  cannot  be  regarded 
as  entirely  satisfactory  as  it  is  being  done  at  depths  which 
are  far  too  great.  Unfortunately,  with  the  present  tips 
it  is  almost  impossible  now  to  switch  to  “controlled  tip¬ 
ping”  as  access  to  the  lower  ground  is  barred,  but  when 
new  tips  are  necessary,  I  hope  the  Council  will  favourably 
consider  granting  the  necessary  moneys  to  carry  out  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  on  Ministry  of  Health  lines.  The  collection 
of  salvage  has  undoubtedly  been  responsible  for  the  tips 
not  becoming  objectionable  eyesores.
